The time is at band when the 1895 crop 
of tobacco will begin to move. Already 
a few hogsheads have been offered i 
tbe "breaks." and the quality and general 
condition of the leaf have received the 
usual careful consideration of the manu 
facturers, buyers ana warehousemen. A 
livelier interest has been imparted by the 
circumstance thai the early frosts cut 
short tbe yield by many thousand hogt- 
headt. An sdvance in prices was made 
as soon as tbe damage was ascertained, 
and both planters and manufacturers are 
anxious to know whether this can 
maintained. The statistical position of 
the leaf supply is consequently of unusual 
interest. 

Whenever there are large yields for a 
term of years in succession tbe markets 
become congested and prices fall to 
cost of production or below it. Either 
the acreage is then voluntarily reduced 
or some accident of Beason cuts down the 
yield to a point at which tobacco again 
becomes profitable. The drouths of 1S54. 
1B74 and 1887 relieved tbc/markett at 
periods of the most serious depression, 
but were followed by increased prat 
ductions, whick again put planters out of 
heart. In the.natumn or 1887, after tbe 
price had gone below tbe cost at which 
the weed could be grown, it was found 
that the crop was cut down half, and tbe 
market boomed astooisbingly. Fancy 
prices were realized for everything The 
result was that an immense acreage was 
put out next spring, and in the fall nf 
1888, when it became known that the 
yield wotild.be the largest on record, the 
boom collapsed and lugs were actually 
unsalable for months The 1887 Western 
crop was 135,000 hogsheads, and the 
value of that portion handled bv Loatl 
ville alone wat put by the late Colonel 
W. U. Chilton, tbe foremost authority on 
leaf tobaccoin Ibis section, at f23.000.IMH). 
The 1888 crop amounted to 295,(100 hogs 
heads, stocks increased everywhere, and 
the returns to planters were actually less 
than for|the abort yield of the season 
before.

!t.lke the preceding ministry of M. 
Dupuy, the Ribot cabinet bas been 
overthrown on a railway question 
Some time since a magisterial investi- 
gation was beirun into the connection 
of certain French senators and depu- 
ties with the South of France railway 
syndicate due to an accusation made 
in the chamber by M. RouaneU M. 
Rouanet declared that M. Edmond 
Magnier, a senator from Var, and at 
that time chief editor of the Evene- 
ment, had received ST. JOO francs as pari 
of the profits of the syndicate, which 
had been organized by the late Haron 
, de Reinach, of Panama canal notoriety. 
Later a report was made by M. Klory, 
the efflcial accountant in the inquiry 
whidti supplied overwhelming-evidence 
against the members of the syndicate. 

The railway in question was a short 
one, built, with a few branches in two 
or three departments in southeastern 
France. Corruption of officers and 
other illegal practice* were resorted to 
to obtain the concession for the road 
tnd Its branches, and a guarantee of 
interest on the caoitul, which 
watered to an incredible extent. The 
budgets of the departments were crip- 
pled for years to build and support 
the railway, whioh passes through a 
region incapable of furnishing a traffic »«tci 
of any consequence.
